The  principal  arti- 
cle lo  be  acted  upon  is,  "Will  ihe  town 
txrconsMer  it*  trow  passed  March  3, 
1SS4.  whereby  it  voted  not  to  build  a 
receiving  tomb  in  the  Ikechwo<xl 
District,  and  if  the  above  vole  is  re- 
considered will  the  town  cause  a  re- 
c.ivingtomb  to  be  built  in  said  dis 
trict,  and  raise  the  sum  of  sewn  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  same,  to  lie  built 
iccordtn<  to  the  plans  accepted  by 
the  town  and  placed  on  Ale." 

This  article,  for  which  the  meeting 
was  really  called  seems  an  underhand 
ed  attempt  to  carry  by  a  small  vote, 
which  will  naturally  be  the  case  at 
this  meeting,  an  article  which  was  vo- 
ted down  by  one  of  the  largest  attend- 
ed meetings  which  was  ever  held  in 
the  town,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
our  citiietw  will  take  interest  enough, 
as  to  h->*  the  town's  money  is  speni, 
to  be  present  in  sufficient  numbers  to 
rote  down  an  undertaking  which  is 
entirely  unnecessary  and  which  wil' 
be  a  heavy  expense  to  the  town  for  a 
budding  which  is  not  needed.
